Senator Jones’ Bill Will Not Pass 
Through the 
Senate—Oppositions 
to New Battleships Manifested by 
the House—Income Tax Trouble— 
Other News from Washington. 


W ashington. Feb. 16.—T here seem s 
to be a disposition on th e p a rt of the 
adm in istratio n to accept the vote in th e 
house T h u rsd ay as a finality and bond 
issues and currency schem es have been 
droped entirely so fa r as th is congress 
is concerned. T here are a dozen bond 
bills and general financial m easures in 
th e senate, b u t none of them will be 
considered. T he silver m en a re m aking 
stren u o u s efforts to secure considera­ 
tion for th e Jones coinage bill. T his 
m easure w ould have gone through, in 
all probability, had th e j*old bond reso­ 
lution passed th e house. M em bers of 
congress now know th a t a silver coin­ 
age bill would no t have as m uch chance 
in the present house a s a gold bond bill, 
for th e republicans w ho voted ag ain st 
the ad m in istratio n would oppose silver 
coinage. In addition to th is fact no sil­ 
v er bill can possibly secure President 
C leveland’s approval. 
T he only financial m easure W'hich is 
likely to get before th e senate is the Al- 
lison-G orm an am endm ent to the sun­ 
d ry civil appropriation bill providing 
for in terest bearing tre a su ry certifi­ 
cates to cover cu rre n t expenses. The 
bill is in th e h an d s of a subcom m ittee 
composed of S enators Cockrell, Allison 
and G orm an, tw o of whom are the lead­ 
ers in th e proposition. They consider 
th a t th e statem en t from Secretary C ar­ 
lisle furnishes am ple reasons for action 
to wipe o u t th e c u rre n t deficiency. The 
secretary ad m itted th a t 105 of the 116,- 
000,000 received from th e sale of bonds 
w ere used for cu rren t expenses of the 
governm ent. 
T he subcom m ittee will 
rep o rt th e bill to th e appropriation com­ 
m ittee to-day, and it will contain the

aOwln l»e m ore advantageously expend­ 
ed In other and b etter ways. 
M essrs .W eadock and 
M eyer closed 
th e debate for the day in favor of the 
appropriations for the new ships. 
The house disagreed to the senate 
am endm ents to the bill to extend the 
tim e for m aking income tax returns, 
and sent it to conference. At 5 o’clock 
the house took a recess until 8 o’clock, 
the evening session being devoted to 
the consideration of private pension 
bills.

W ashington, Feb. 16.—Mr. Hill (dem., 
N. Y.) an d Mr. H ale (rep., Maine) had a 
little tilt a t the senate opening yester­ 
day. Mr. H arris of the finance com­ 
m ittee reported favorably the bill re­ 
pealing one-tenth differential on su g ar 
from bounty paying countries. 
Mr. A ldrich (rep., R. I.), in behalf of 
the republican m em bers of the com m u­ 
te, presented a resolution providing for 
th e re-enactm ent of the Ireciprocity 
featu re of th e tariff a ct of 1890, provid­ 
ing fo r a bounty on dom estic su g ar and 
providing for deficiencies in revenue 
resu ltin g from the rem oval of the duty 
from sugar, wool, etc. The report and 
th e resolution w ent to the calendar. 
Mr. B utler (dem., S. C.) then spoke a t 
length in support of the railroad pool­ 
ing bill. H e offered the opinions of ex­ 
p erts show ing th a t out of $700,000,000 of 
railroad traffic only $40,000,000 would be 
pooled if th is bill passed. 
The B utler resolution w as then laid 
aside, Mr. C handler giving notice t* a t 
he would reply a t a later day. 
T he postoffice appropriation dill w as 
th en tak en up and a vote w as tak en on 
th e am endm ent of Mr. B lackburn re­ 
ducing by IO per cent th e allow ance for 
th e A tlantic fa st m ail line n o rth and 
south—viz: From $196,000 to $176,000. 
T he am endm ent w as defeated, 18 to 31. 
Mr. B lackburn retu rn ed to the rail­ 
w ay postal car co n tract by proposing 
a IO per cent reduction in the ren tals 
for th e cars—viz.: From $3,205,000 to 
$2,884,000. T he am endm ent w as de­ 
feated —19 to 36. 
Mr. Brice sought to have the subsidy 
of $196,000 now given to the E astern 
fa st line north and south, divided w ith 
a sim ilar fast line in the w est running 
th rough Ohio, K entucky.

Co.’s weekly review of trad e says: 
A nother week’s exports of gold and 
w ithdraw als from the treasu ry have 
been alm ost entirely stopped by th*- 
co n tract for purchases of gold from 
M essrs. Belm ont and M organ. For the 
m om ent business only w aits to know 
w hether sales of A m erican securities 
and w ithdraw als of gold from 
the 
treasu ry have been lastingly stopped 
by the rem arkable increase of confi­ 
dence. The tw o obstacles which block 
th e p ath ju st now are exceeding cheap­ 
ness of farm products and restricted 
operations in th e industries. There has 
been no gain in prices of farm products 
on the w’hole. 
Corn is nom inally half cent higher, 
but w ith insignificant m ovem ent, while 
w heat, also, w ith a m ovem ent hardly 
half of last y ear’s, is a q u a rte r of a 
cent lower for the week. Cotton, w ith 
continuing large receipts, rem ains un­ 
changed. The o utput of pig Iron Feb. I 
w as 167,291 tons, ag ain st 168.414 tons 
weekly Jan . I, b u t th e stocks rem aining 
unsold were 718,073 tons, ag ain st 645,458 
tons 
Jan . 
I, and 
indicate 
a de­ 
crease of 16,137 tons in actu al con­ 
sum ption weekly during the m onth of 
Jan u ary . The severe storm s In F eb ru ­ 
ary have fu rth e r curtailed production. 
Sales of steel rails were only 150 tons in 
Ja n u a ry and the w eather has arrested 
stru c tu ra l w ork and retard ed deliveries 
of all kinds. C ontinued dullness is re­ 
ported in cottons and a reduction of 
prices by th e A m oskeag m ills causes 
some hesitation. In the m ain the w orks 
are well employed, bu t w ith extrem ely 
scanty profits and considerable doubt 
w hether the m arket will be found for 
accum ulating stocks of some goods. 
T rade in woolens is by no m eans sa t­ 
isfactory, though fairly large volume in 
medium and low grades, but prices have 
been generally reduced and com petition 
w ith cheap foreign goods is felt some­ 
w hat more. 
Sales of 
wool 
continue 
w ithin about a sixth of a week’s norm al 
supply for eastern mills, am ounting to 
6.068,400 pounds, of which 3,595,600e were 
domestic. Fine fleeces are not stronger 
and sales of Ohio are quoted a t 16Vfec. 
F ailu res for the week w ere 270 in the 
U nited States, ag ain st 323 last year, and 
51 in C anada, ag ain st 55 last year.

It would not have received 
my sanction and I assure the gentle­ 
m en of this comm ission th a t had I 
known of any such intention I would 
have dissuaded the prom oters from 
such a venture. But I will add th a t had 
known, their secrets would have been 
m ine and inviolately preserved.”

on account of that gal, Molly McGee.” 
For four days after joining this law­ 
less crowd nothing unusual happened. 
Collins, with the others in camp, spent 
much of his time target shooting with 
fille and revolver, and his skill with 
those weapons tended to give him stand­ 
ing with the captain and the men. Even 
the women carried pistols, and Molly 
McGee was as quick and accurate with 
the revolver as any man in camp. 
‘‘I have seen her,” said Collins, 
“throw the lid of a tin box overhead, 
then pull the pistol from her hip and 
fire when it balanced on the turn to 
come down, and three times out of five 
she would shoot a hole through it ’ ’ 
On the fifth morning following his 
arrival the old man—he was under 50, 
but was called “Old Kit” to distinguish 
him from his son—sent for Collins and 
spoke after this fashion: 
“I reckon, Jim, ez how yer ’bout rest­ 
ed by this time.

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CHAPTER II. 
The lawless mountaineers of the Cum­ 
berland plateau during the war owed 
their long immunity from punishment 
to their vigilance and daring, but above 
all to their thorough knowledge of the 
country in which they operated. 
The 
gang under old Kit McGee aud his son, 
young Kit, was by no means the stron­ 
gest or most persistent that made these 
hills a pen of slaughter for Union am 
Confederate alike and a place of refuge

As the men under young Kit McGee 
were halted waiting for further reports 
of the detachment of cavalry that went 1 
up the Sequatchie under Captain Brown, 
a scout came in from the direction of 
Pikeville with the news that three Yan­ 
kee wagons were moving north with 
oahuJi low guard* lo protect them. 
As | 


“Snrrcndah! SurrendahP* 
able goods were packed on the animals 
—blankets, canvas, harness straps and 
wagon seats being quickly extemporized 
into pack saddles. The wagons contain­ 
ed commissary stores, with some car­ 
bine and pistol ammunition, and the 
camp chests of some officers of the Sev­ 
enth Pennsylvania cavalry. 
After se­ 
lecting what could be conveniently car­ 
ried off, the wagons were brought side 
by side and set on fire to increase the 
impression that the work was being done 
by a Confederate raiding party. This 
done, McGee, who could neither read 
nor write, though he pretended that he 
could do both, made the sergeant write 
out the parole and sign it, as did his 
companions. Collins tried to get an op­ 
portunity to speak with the prisoners, 
through whom he might get word 
through to Chattanooga or Cumberland 
gap, but he was so closely watched that 
this was impossible. 
From the time the attack was made 
till they were ready to move back into 
the mountains was not more than an 
hour. Before starting off McGee warned 
the prisoners not to move from where 
they were till after sunrise, threatening 
that if they did so they would be shot 
down before they got IOO yards away. 
A messenger was sent ahead to tell 
old Kit McGee of the success of the 
expedition, and the others hurried after, 
with their 40 laden animals. It took the 
party three days to make the return. 
Every precaution was taken to destroy 
the trail. For miles they traveled in the 
rocky beds of the mountain streams, the 
men as well as the animals walking knee 
deep in water. At length, as the sun was 
setting, they came within sight of the 
camp to which Collins was brought by 
the man Owen, and where old Kit Mc­ 
Gee ruled his clan like the robber chief­ 
tain that he was. 
The messenger having come through 
with the news, the people were eagerly 
watching for the return of young Kit’s 
party. 
As soon as they caught sight of 
them they sept up a shrill cheer and

side, it is backed by the cold cash. 
The bankers do not merely say that 
they believe the one kind of bond to 
be worth that much more than the 
other. 
They say th at they will give 
th at it uch more. 
They have conclud­ 
ed a bargain for 
the 
purchase of 
•‘coin” bonds. 
And 
then 
they 
say 
th at 
they 
will 
throw 
off 
an amount in the interest charge 
equal 
to 
$16,000,000 
for 
the 
life of the bonds, if these are made 
payable in gold. 
It is pre-eminently 
a case where ''money talks.'' 
It not 
only puts this miserable congress to 
the test, and obliges it to 6ay that the 
people shall pay $16,000,000 more 
than they need to, on account of its 
stupidity and stubbornness, but it 
measures the financial estimate which 
the world places upon the difference 
between gold coin and the mere re­ 
mote possibility of silver coin. 
This 
is a nut for the people to crack; and 
those who have been deluded by the 
allver-fly argument should take time 
to look it over.—St. Louis Qlobe Dem­ 
ocrat.
